The administretive area 
is' now completely .cut off 
by a high fence from the 
Japanese colony. Since 
the Army moved in no eva - 
cuse worlers have return- 
ead to the administrative 
offices, although small 
crews have been unloading 
coal and food and moving 
garbage since Tucsday. NO 
ong was permitted to go 
into the Jepanese colony 
without ermy escort, 

"In our opinion the 
majority of the Japanose 
residents would not quest- 
ion the authority of the 
WRa or the Army," Best said 
"Howevey, since segregation 
we have been aware that we 
have in this Contor Jepa- 
nese who would go to any 
lengths to cause trouble 
to the United States govern- 
ment in the belief thet in 
so doing they would be aid- 
ing Japan. Knowing this 


we have been ready to ask 
the Amy to act on short 


notice. The group of 
troublemakers has seizod 
every opportunity to make 
major issues out of minor 
erievencos ofthe residents 
in the effort to gain poli- 
tical control of the whole 
Japenese population for 
their om personal pres- 
tige and to serve thoJape- 
nese Enperor, Labor trou- 
ble was stirred up by agi- 
tators among the coal crews 
end farm workers." 

"The boldest move ty the 
group occurred Nov, 1 when 
Dillon 8.

staff members to romain 
in the administretion or

languages end actions were 
rough but there was no 
fighting. The WRA staff 
reelized that a single 
incident could endanger 
many innocent people, and 
such af occurrence could 
have been used by Japan 
to retaliate against Aneri- 
cans held by tham., The 
advisability of calling 
in the Amy which wes 
lined up atthe edge of the 
project ready to act wes 
seriously considered. In 
viow of the fect that the 
crowd wes orderly, that 
it contained many women 
and children brought there 
by a hoax, and that the. 
crowd wes botween the Aruy 
post and the administration 
Dduilding, it was docided 
to evoid possible blood- 
shed which in ell probe- 
bility would have been 
inevyiteablo under the cir- 
cumstcness if tho Army 
hed been called in, While 
the crowd stayed outside, 
Mr. Myer, Mr. Cozzens and 
myself mot in my office 
with e group of 17 Japa- 
nese who said they repre- 
sented the colony, While 
this meeting was in pro- 
gress wa roceived word 
that 10 to 12 thugs had 
benten Dr. Reece Podicord,
